Mayor and Court of Aldermen, with the faid Part- 
ners for a Yearly Rent, which Agreement was af- 
terwards allo confirmed by the ſaid Court, By 
theſe Encouragements , the ſaid Partners have dil- 
burſed for Stock for each Share 8 1 2 }. beſides the firſt 
Coſt of their Shares, and all the Rent they have ever 
received. We therefore hope that the City will not 
diſpoſe of the Lighting the Streets to any others, to 
the manifeſt Prejudice of us, who they have fo much 
encouraged.
